Claims 1 to 37 



Docmnents 1 to 7 disclose the molecule of the 
present invention which is not a polymer and which, in 
order to control solubility relative to a developer, has 
around its periphery a plurality of polarity-changing 
reactive groups, and no significant difference in 
constitution is recognized. 

Further, the limitations described in claim 24, 
claim 26, and claim 32 are merely features of which a 
person skilled in the art could appropriately conceive 
taking into account sensitivity regulation. 

Meanwhile, document 8 discloses a feature wherein 
after pattern transfer, a heat treatment is carried out 
while irradiation using far ultraviolet rays or an 
electron beam is performed; document 9 discloses 
developing using a supercritical fluid; document 10 
discloses exposure with extreme ultraviolet radiation; and 
document 11 discloses exposure through a dark field mask. 

Moreover, in order to obtain a fine pattern with 
high resolution and high sensitivity in a manufacturing 
method for an electronic device, a person skilled in the 
art would, as a matter of course, take into account
